Wow!  If  I  could  choose  any  bar  for  my  wish  list  in  the  art  bar  guide  book 
what  would  it  be?  After  looking  through  every  page  seeing  which  ones  I 
have  been  lucky  enough  to  find  already  for  my  collection  and  narrowing  it 
down,  I  decided  on  the  Greathouse  bar  listied  in  the  5th  edition  guide  book 
on  page  83,  "DUMBO”  The  Flying  Elephant.
